POWER  TO  TYRANNIZE 

• (An  Editorial) 

[ Last  week  the  Brigham  Young  University  Elections  Committee 
disqualified  a person  who  was  a candidate  in  a studentbody  election. 
Bfhen  this  happened,  the  Elections  Committee  accomplished  the 
following: 

I I..  Disfranchised  the  students  who  voted  for  the  person  involved, 
ft  2.  Exercised  a right  which  implies  that  the  Elections  Committee 
[has  power  to  actually  name  the  winners  of  elections  by  eliminating 
opponents.  The  power  to  disfranchise  is  the  power  to  tyrannize. 

I 3.  Disqualified  a candidate  for  a “crime”  that  perhaps  did  not 
fit  the  punishment. 

f 4.  Tried,  found  guilty  and  punished  that  candidate  for  violation 
of  regulations  created  or  adopted  by  that  same  Elections  Committee. 
This  means  that  the  Elections  Committee  has  both  legislative  and 
judicial  powers. 

I:  However,  the  Elections  Committee  should  not  be  condemned  for 

'its  acts.  Blame  should  be  placed  on  persons  or  agencies  that  give 
such  a group  so  much  power. 

t Perhaps  it  was  not  realized  by  responsible  persons  that  the 
group  could  exercise  such  powers  until  after  the  disqualification 
•occurred. 

; Several  elections  are  pending,  and  those  responsible  should  take 
immediate  steps  to  correct  the  situation. 

E Several  things  can' be  done.  Legislative,  executive  and  judicial 
[powers  of  the  Elections  Committee  could  be  split  into  separate  or- 
ganizations. Other  punishments,  such  as  fining  candidates  a pre- 
H scribed  amount  of  votes  for  various  offenses,  could  be  devised. 

I Elimination  of  the  power  to  disqualify  candidates  after  the 
I1  Votes  have  been  cast  would  also  be  in  order.  This  power  is  perhaps 
the  most  dangerous  one  that  the  Elections  Committee  lias, 
s Ken  Young,  Elections  Committee  chairman,  has  agreed  that 
I? 'some  changes  are  in  order.  However,  he  is  not  empowered  to  effect 
| those  changes  alone. 

I The  Elections  Committee  is  the  creature  of  the  Executive  Coun- 
[ cil  of  the  Associated  Students  of  Brigham  Young  University.  There- 
£fore,  any  action  to  change  the  situation  is  for  that  group  to  initiate.

S.  Viet  Nam  Proclaimed  Republic,  Diem  Becomes  President 
SAIGON,  South  Viet  Nam  LAP)— Premier  Ngo  Dinh  Diem 
Wednesday  solemnly  proclaimed  South  Viet  Nam  a republic  and 
became  its  first  President. 

Diem,  who  came  to  power  in  the  midst  of  chaos  and  despair 
last  year,  won  98.2  per  cent  of  the  vote  in  a referendum  Sunday. 
The  action  deposed  ex-Emperor  Bao  Dai  and  made  Diem  the  new 
chief  of  state. 


Russia  Said  Demanding  Red  China  Seat  in  Atom  Agency 
UNITED  NATIONS,  N.  Y.  (AP)— Russia  was  reported  Wed- 
nesday demanding  a place  for  ed  China  in  a proposed  world  confer- 
ence to  set  up  an  atoms-ior-peace  agency  and  in  the  agency  itself. 

Moves  in  the  U.N.  political  committee  for  a unanimous  vote  on 
a resolution  on  atoms  for  peace  will  fail  if  Moscow  insists  on  this 
view,  diplomatic  informants  said. 


Salt  Lake  City  Cracks  Down  on  Polygamists 
SALT  LAKE  CITY  ( AP) — The  first  complaints  in  what  officials 
indicated  may  become  a statewide  crackdown  on  the  practice  of 
polygamy  were  signed  Wednesday  before  City  Judge  J.  Patton 
Neeley. 

They  named  three  men  and  accused  them  of  unlawful  cohabi- 
tation in  Salt  Lake  County.  Frank  E.  Moss,  Salt  Lake  County  At- 
torney, said  the  three  had  a total  of  13  wives  and  62  children  under 
18  years  of  age.
